Appropriations Bill 
Tops Senate A genda; 
Vote Slated Tuesday 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )— Legis­ 
lato rs reported back to the State- 
house today for w hat probably is 
the last week of work in this 6- 
month-long session. 
T h at “ pro bably” has to be stuck 
in th ere because failure to wind up 
m a jo r legislative business betw een 
now and S aturday could c a rry this 
session on into a 27th w eek. 
H ow ever, both Senate M ajority 
L ead e r C. Stanley 
M echem , 
R- 
A thens. and House S peak er Rog­ 
er Cloud, R-Logan, say they e x ­ 
pect w orking sessions to end this 
w eek . 
A decision will be reac h ed som e­ 
tim e 
in the next two or 
three 
w eeks on w hether final a d jo u rn ­ 
m ent or m erely recess will be the 
action taken in mid - July. 
After 
w orking sessions are over, la w ­ 
m ak e rs return to consider veto a c ­ 
tion taken by the governor in the 
m ean tim e and to tie up loose ends. 
lf they quit for good then, only 
the governor could call th em back. 
But if they recess, the R epublican 
m ajo rity 
could keep an eye on 
w hat the D em ocratic a d m in is tra ­ 
tion does in light of budget cuts, 
retu rnin g to take action if leaders 
felt it necessary. 
A bill that has come up in at 
least 
four 
previous 
legislatures, 
exem pting prescription m edicines, 
artificial limbs 
and 
w heelchairs 
from the sales tax. was scheduled 
for a vote today. 
But indications were it would be 
held up until T uesday, to be con­ 
sidered with a bill exem pting v a r ­ 
ious item s used directly in m a n u ­ 
facturing. 
E very th in g cise T uesday is o v e r­ 
shadow ed by the scheduled floor 
vote on the appropriations bill pro- 
\id in g money to run the state gov­ 
e rn m e n t from next S a t u r d a y 
through Ju n e 30. 1963. 
Seventy-one 
am en d m en ts 
w ere 
m ad e in the Senate F in an ce c o m ­ 
m ittee. As the appropriations bill 
c a m e out of com m ittee last week, 
it calls for $2,025,392,846 to run the 
go vernm ent for the next two book­ 
keeping years. 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle orgin- 
ally 
requested $2,068,000,000, but 
the House trim m ed about $26 m il­ 
lion from this before the Senate 
beg an 
its 
cutting 
process. 
The 
$2,025 billion figure still is $176 
million m ore than w as ap p ro p ri­ 
ated for the 1959-61 fiscal biennium 
just ending. 
After the Senate acts T uesday, 
a conference co m m ittee of three 
sen ato rs and three rep resen tativ es 
w ill set out to iron out differences 
in the House and Senate versions 
of the budget bill. Som e of the 
cuts probably will be restored at 
this tim e. 
Both houses are expected to a c ­ 
cept the conference co m m ittee re ­ 
p o rt before Saturday. DiSalle gets 
the bill then and can veto individ­ 
ual provisions if he desires.

Strains, sprains and bruises rip 
open som e blood vessels and w eak ­ 
en others. As blood gushes out the 
tear, the injury shows up in living 
black and blue. Like a forceful 
s h o w e r , 
colorless 
fluid 
pours 
through weakened vessel walls. 
The injury swells for abo it a 
day until most breaks are r e i n - 
forced, and well on the mend. Then 
f l u i d and blood have to travel in 
the opposite direction to shrink the 
swelling. G radually over several 
days, bloody liquid trickles hack 
into blood vessels and the swelling 
em pties like a 
tire 
with 
a 
slow 
leak. The sm aller the swelling, the 
faster it melts! 
Ice 
packs 
tense 
vessels 
until 
hardly any blood can flow. And 
with less flow, cold-blooded injur­ 
ies hardly swell the first day. The 
freezing tem p e ratu re s also num bs 
m os’ pain. L ater, extra blood flow 
can speed the return trip. 
Now you need hot soaks to relax 
and open h I o o d vessels. Epsom 
salts are optional. They don’t hurt, 
but they don’t help. either 
Moist heat p enetrates best. For 
continuous hot soaks, stretch a wet 
towel over the injury and cover 
with a dry one. Y our electric h e at­ 
ing pad can w arm the moisture 
through the dry towel. 
Heat also relaxes m uscle spasm 
which 
usually 
surrounds sprains 
and strains. And spasm generates 
m ore pain than the injury itself. 
You can see why ice packs are 
hert the first day and hot packs 
help 
later. 
Occasionally, 
you’ll 
have to break this rule. 
Take the patient who com plain­
